The Armies Before Metis. 


New York Tribune, 


The details of the movements of the 


Prussians, since their victories of Satur- 
day and Sunday last, are only imperfectly* 
indicated by dispatches 
from. French 


sources, and these are very meager and 
obaure. While it is certain that the right 
wing of the Prussian army, under Prince 
Frederick Charles, after driving Free- 
sard's corps from St. Avoid to Hetz, fol- 
lowed close upon Mm and descended from 
the Voagea Mountains into the Valley of 
the Moselle, it ia not so clear that the left 
•wing, under Prince Frederick William, 
lias joined him. 


Gen. McHuliou, it seems, retreated in a 


soutliivestcrly direction, after his defeat at 
Haguenau, and assumed a defensive posi- 
tion between the fortresses of Pfalsbur^ 
md Straebuorg. Gen. Failly, abandoning 
Bitche, appears to have retreated in the 
eamo direction, and now forms the con- 
necting link between the right wing and 
center of ihe French at Nancy. Prince 
Frederick "William may possibly have pur- 
ftued these forces and be now in front of 
them; but the probabilities are that he 
did not. 
If wo accept literally the 


dispatch from the French headquarters 
which announces that the Prussians are, 
concentrating in front of Metz, we must 
conclude that the victors of Hagnenau, 
instead of'parking MoMahon and Failly, 
moved westward to join the right wing in 
the descent upon Metz. Such a movement 
would not ouly result in. concentrating the 
whole Prussian, army in, front of the left 
wing of the French, but would isolate and 
cut oft' the corps of McMahon and Failly. 
It would be a very bold undertaking, ex- 
posing, as it would, the Prussian commu- 
nications with Haguenau and Baden. But 
previous information has established that 
the line of supplies on which the Prussians 
c^iefiy depend is by way of Treves and 
Coblontz. The movement indicated would,

The most that could be brought 
into battle nt^biz by the French would 
seem from their uwn statement to be noc 
more than 200,000, including Ladmirault's 
corps at Thionville. Against this force 
the Prussians oppose equal if not superior 
numbers. The battle which must appar- 
ently ensuo during to-day or to-morrow, 
at furthest, will probably prove the decis- 
ive one of the campaign. If the French 
left is broken, as ita right and center were 
at Haguenau, the route to Paris will bo 
open to the Prussians.
